In re page 5, Applicant's Representative states: "Neither Dean nor Plourde disclose or suggests that, in response to an instruction to start 
recording, a dummy area is reserved the [sic] by the recording unit and after an instruction to end recording, image data and/or audio data 
that was stored in the memory immediately before the instruction to start recording, is moved to this dummy area." 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Plourde explicitly discloses the reservation of an area for transfer of the content of the time shift buffer 
by allocating non-buffer space, as noted in Column 25, lines 33-41 . Further, Plourde explicitly discloses that the image and/or audio data is 
moved to the allocated non-buffer space in the same disclosure. The closest the Examiner can determine a reason for the Applicant's 
traversal is the lack of the term "dummy" in Plourde. That term is deemed by the Examiner to simply mean space that is available for use by 
the system, and is clearly and fully met by the allocated space disclosed by Plourde. 

In re page 6, Applicant's Representative states: "Neither Plourde nor Dean discloses or suggests that, in response to an instruction to start 
recording, a dummy area is reserved by the recording unit and after an instruction to end recording, image data and/or audio data that was 
stored in the memory immediately before the instruction to start recording, is moved to this dummy area. 

The Examiner again respectfully disagrees. Plourde explicitly disclosed a reserved area by the recording unit in response to an instruction 
to start recording ("When a user requests that at least one of the media content instances included in the time shift buffer... becomes 
permanently recorded, this request is communicated to the PVR application. ..[which] then causes the media content instance to be 
allocated in non-buffer space..." Plourde also explicitly discloses that the image data and/or audio data that was stored in the memory 
immediately before the instruction to start recording is moved to this dummy area )"the associated clusters are removed from the 
TSB...[and] re-designated as non-buffer space clusters...". 
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
